F E W traces of painting in England can be diſcovered 
prior to the reign of Henry III, 1216—1272. During 
that period the Alexandets, kings of Scotland, frequently - 
viſited the Engliſh court, and almoſt conſtant amity pre- 
vailed between the two kingdoms—but no evidence ariſes 
that any painter from England viſited Scotland. |

ingly done with oil-colours, but much worn out. On the 


right fide a man in complete armour, refembling that of a 


Knight Templar, with an inſcription in Saxon characters 
over his head, ſome words of which are effaced, Hic jacet 
Dominus Joannes Houſton de eodem miles, qui obiit anno Dom. 
M. CCCCꝰ. On the left hand, a picture of his lady, alſo 
much effaced, and over her head the following inſcription, 
Hic jacet Domina Maria Colquhoun, ſponſa quondam difti Do- 
mini Joannis, que obiit timo die menſis Oftobris an. Dom. 
M'. CCCCo. quinto.“ 

Thus it appears that in the commencement of the fif- 
teenth century, A. D. 1400, 1405, painting was ſo pre va- 
lent in Scotland as to be employed in funeral monuments, 
not only of great peers, but even of knights of no great 
eminence nor fame. The editor of this work, anxious to 
preſerve ſo early a monument of the art, employed every 
endeavour to procure a drawing; but his correſpondent, a 
clergyman in the neighbourhood of Houſton, and a man of 
letters and taſte, informed him that, within theſe few 


years, the pictures have haſtened ſo much into decay, that a 


drawing could no longer afford even an idea of their 
original ſtate. On this, and numerous other inſtances, 
how deeply it is to be regretted that my countrymen 
ſhould ſhew ſuch apathy and torpor, concerning objects 
which other nations ſo highly eſteem and honour, while 
they will employ labour and patronage on Offianic fables, or 
any other viſionary tale, that only expoſes their credulity. 


To leave theſe melancholy reflexions, the next trace of 


painting in Scotland is to be found in an old writer.* He

James III was diſtinguiſhed by his love of all ht arts: 
and the noble picture of him and his queen, at Kenſington; 
evinces that ſome eminent artiſt muſt have viſited Scotland 
during his reign. On the queen's rich head: dreſs are ſome 
letters, ſeemingly P. ANAG. but no ſimilar name appears 
in the liſt of Flemiſh or Italian artiſts of that period, 148 2. 

James IV and V alſo encouraged the arts. Of the latter 
monarch and his queen, Mary of Guiſe, there is a curious 
picture in the poſſeſſion of the Duke of Devonſhire. | The 
editor ſaw it at Devonſhire Houſe, London. The figures 
are rather leſs than life, and the colours much gone. Be- 
tween: them. at-the top-are the arms of Scotland, with ban- 
ners, motto IN MY DEFENS : at the bottom the

It is ſingular that hardly a trace of painting in Scotland 
ſhould exiſt in the reign of Mary, 15431567. Even the 
genuine portraits of the queen ſeem to have been all painted 
in France, where ſne was in early youth, or in England, 
when ſhe was advanced in years. The moſt authentic and 
ſatisfactory is the ſtatue on: her tomb at Weſtminſter, whence 
an exact likeneſs has recently been given by Mr. Taſſie, ima 
medallion worthy of his high reputation. * | 

Hardly one portrait can he mentioned of any illuſtrious 

character in that remarkable period; and it is believed that 
no trace can be found of even. any painter. who. then viſited 
| Scotland, far leſs of any native artiſt. 
The reign of the ſixth James, 1 567162 5, forms an 
epock in the hiſtory of painting in Scotland. Numerous 
portraits begin to appear, and the Hunting Piece, painted 
around the gallery at Scone, tHews the preſence of an emi- 
nent artiſt. | 

In the Appendix to Mr. Pennant' s Tour in Scotland i is Ai

Lord Seton, anceſtor of the Winton family, when ambaſ.- 


ſador from Mary of Guiſe, became acquainted with Sir An- 
thony More, who accompanied him to Scotland, and did a 
family-piece for him on timber.“ Charles I. when at Seton 
Houſe in 1633,.admired it, and Lord Winton offered it to 
him; the King refuſed to rob him of it. 

The original pictures of Queen Mary are thought to 
have been done in France. 


Portraits of James VI. are ſaid to have been done be- 


fore he left Scotland, 

George Jameſon,.a native of Aberdeen, ſtudied under- 
Rubens along with Vandyck ; he returned to Scotland in. 
1628 and died 1644. When the King was at Edinburgh, . 


1633, the Magiſtrates procured from Jameſon many of his. 


portraits, with which they adorned the ſides of the Nether-- 
bow port. This much attracted the King's notice, on his 
way to the parliament houſe. Charles fat to Jameſon for a 
full length picture; and on account of a complaint in his

Alexander his ſcholar did a portrait of Sir George Mac- 
kenzie at full length, in his gown, as King's advocate.

The Duke of York engaged de Wit a Flemiſh painter, 
to ornament the Gallery of Holyiood houſe with 119 por- 
traits, 19 whole lengths. The ancient heads are ideal, the 
modern copies. He alſo painted the chimneys and cieling 
there. Though de Wit's talent was chiefly for hiſtory he did 
many portraits in Scotland ; particularly at Caſtle Lyon 
and Glammis, and at Clerkington in Mid Lothian. He

For ſome years after the Revolution, the younger Scou- 
gal was the only painter in Scotland ; and had a very great 
run of buſineſs.

Nicholas Hude was unemployed at Lbs for from 
years after his coming from France in 168 5, till William Duke 
of Queenſberry brought him to Scotland, to work for him at 
Drumlanrig. Hude's genius inclined to hiſtorical painting: 
but for a livelihood he painted portraits. Hude was 0. 
an unſucceſsful imitator of Rubens. . 

In 1703 John Baptiſte Medina a native of Bruſſels, + was 
brought from London by ſome Scottiſh Noblemen, and ſoon 
after he was knighted by iche Duke of Queenſberry, being the 
laſt man knighted by the commiſſioner. Medina at firſt applied 
to hiſtory, but afterwards to portraits, in which he equalled 
any of his predeceſſors. His manner is eaſy ; and he ſuc- 
ceeded better in men than women's pictures. There are a 
vaſt many good portraits of his hand in Scotland; particu-

Paton, a miniature drawer in black and white, lived 
about this time, and did ſeveral portraits from life, and co- 

- pits with a good deal of likenefs and expreſſion. 
In 1712, on the death of Sir John Medina, William 
Alda returned to Scotland, and for 13 years was in good 
employment. John Duke of Argyle was his patron, and 
perſuaded him to go to London, where he much improved 
himſelf by imitating Sir Godfrey Kneller. He died 1731. 
Aikman's picture is in a gallery of the Duke of Tuſ- 
cany. 
Richard Wait, a ſcholar of young ; thy profeſſed 
painting portraits ſrom 1708 to 1722 ; but his yo led 
him to paint pieces in ſtill life. 

Wait's cotemporary was George Marſball, ſcholar of 
Scougal and of Sir Godtrey Kneller. He died in 1732. 

John Alexander, a deſcendant of Jameſon's ſpent his 
youth at Florence. He executed ſeveral hiſtorical pieces 
at Gordon Caſtle. He publiſhed prints from dra ings of 
Raphael's Pictures in the Vatican. Alexander's favorite 
ſubject was copying Mary Queen of Scots. Towards the 
latter end of his life he began a hiſtorical painting of her 
eſcape from Lochleven, but he did not live to finiſh it.

His full lengths are extremely rare, and very maſterly. 


It is ſaid there is an architectural piece by Jameſon, 


in King's College Aberdeen, which not only repreſents 
the ancient ſtate of that building, but the profeſſors — 
ſtudents in their dreſſes. 

The moſt intereſting of his piQtures 1 is that belonging 
to the Earl of Findlater. This piece, as deſcribed in a 


letter from a gentleman reſident at Cullen-Houſe, where it 


remains, repreſents Jameſon himſelf, as large as life, with 
a round hat on his head. He is looking you in the face, 
with his left hand, in which is his pallet, on a table, and 
his right over it, the forefinger of which points to ſeveral : 
ſmall pictures in the back ground. Dreſs, a black jacket with 
a white falling band. In the back ground are ten ſquares, 


of about ſix inches, repreſenting portraits, ſome of them 


full lengths ; ſome of the ſquares have two or three figures, 
and one of them is a ſea-piece. dize of the picture, within 
the frame, two feet, ten inches in | breadth, by two fect 
eight, in height. 


In the ſame houſe is another pifture 3 to the

The ſubje& muſt allude to the civil war, as it re- 
preſents a crown, bottom upmoſt ; ſceptre, baton, royal 
ſtandard, heaped near it; a printed ſcroll, a caſket covered 
with crimſon velvet, lid "on, with necklaces and toys.

At the 'bottom, on the right hand, is a ſmall figure about 
four inches long, badly executed, of Charles I. which ſeems 
as if done with red chalk on a white ground. . 

The moſt numerous ſet of Portraits by Jameſon is that 
at Taymouth, the ſeat of the Earl of Braidalban, whoſe an- 
ceſtor, Sir Colin Campbell, was the painter's chief patron. 
The Earl having in the politeſt manner granted permiſſion 
to copy them, and Meſſieurs Moriſons, bookſellers at 
Perth, having provided an able artiſt for that purpoſe, many 
will be found in this volume from that noble repoſitory. 

This artiſt was the late ingenious Mr. Robert Johnſon 
of Newcaſtle, whoſe death, while employed in this taſk, is 
deeply to be regretted. He had copied about fifteen; and 
four remained to be done, the Marquis and Earl of Argyle, 
and two from the Genealogical Tree, when the editor was 
ſurpriſed with an account of his deplorable fate, in a let- 
ter from Meſſieurs Moriſons dated 18th of Nov. 1796. 
It ſtates that, a few days before, they had received a let- 
ter from the man with whom Johnſon lodged at the village 
of Kenmore, defiring them to ſend for him, as he was quite 
delirious ; and by expreſs the day following they were in- 
formed of his death. That, in his anxiety to complete his 
labour, (he was to have been at Taymouth in June, but a 
fit of illneſs prevented him till Auguſt), he would fit all 
day in a room without fire: a violent cold was the conſe- 
quence; which negle& increaſed to a fever, © it flew to his 
brain, and, terrible to relate, he was bound with ropes, 
beat, and treated like a madman.” This ignorance of the 
people around him was happily enlightened by the caſual 
| arrival of a phyſician, who ordered bliſters; and poor 
Johnſon died in peace! Though the editor endeavoured 
to ſolace himſelf by the reflection that he was giving bread 
to an ingenious man, whoſe fate was thus decreed, yet he

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could not help deeply feeling his being the innocent cauſe. 
of an event ſo deplorable in all its circumſtances. - 
His correſpondent at the ſame time informed him, that 
Johnſon had been bound apprentice to Bewick, by his fa- 
ther, an aged carpenter of Gateſhead near Newcaſtle—that 

Mr. Bewick, obſerving his uncommon-genius ſor drawing, 

employed him to trace the figures on the wood in his ele-

After this deſerved tribute FR memory of an amiable 
and ingenious artift, let us return to the conſideration of 
Jameſon's works at Taymouth. In the courſe of the fol- 
lowing pages, will be found Mr. Johnſon's opinion con- 
eerning ſome erroneouſly aſcribed to that painter, an opi- 
nion confirmed by Jamefon's own memorandums, preſer- 
ved in Walpole's Anecdotes. In two letters, dated Ken- 
more, Aug. 13, and Taymouth Od. 11, 1796, Mr, John- 
ſon gives an ample detail concerning all the pictures. From 
the article on Duncan lord Campbell, the reader will ſee 
that the Genealogical Tree, with miniatures, is by Jame- 
ſon: the portraits in it being from an older ſet by ſome in- 
ferior artiſt, and erroneouily ſuppoſed to be Jameſon's. 
Nor is Sir Colin, the painter's patron, nor his lady, the 
work of that artiſt: nor the dcotiſh kings, except Robert 
I and David II, eſpecially mentioned as his in his own 
memorandums, as are the queens, and the ladies of Glenur- 
chie. Of the former only four remain, Annabella Drum» 
mond, Margaret of Denmark, Mary of Guiſe, and Hens:

The editor cannot diſmiſs this volume, without ex- 
preſſing his ſatisfaction that, amid many diſappointments, 
inconvenienees, and obſtacles, he has been enabled to 
form ſuch an aſſemblage of Scotiſh Portraits, as is contained 
in this and a former work. An authentic ſeries of the 
kings has been recovered; from Robert I, after fictitious 
ſets had been current for a century and a half: Robert II, 
and III, are indeed not the moſt pleaſing, the original old 
prints being apparently from tombs or ſtatues, in which 
the beards, worn at that time, are omitted, as they oſten 
are on ſeals, the hair being ſingularly difficult for a rude ar- 
tit to manage. In this, and other points, the promiſe of 
the original Proſpectus has been amply fulfilled ; and 
where a failure has happened, it has ariſen from erroneous 
information concerning portraits that do not exiſt, as Ro- 
bert II and his queen Taymouth, Robert II, at Strawberry-

Concerning the perſonal appearance of Robert I. the 
early authors diſsappoint curioſity. An old poem . in 


Fordun's chronicle* ſays he \ was like Packs 1 in beauty, like 
Hector in arms.

Hector Boyce in his fabulous work tells us that James 1 
of Scotland [about the year 1430] viſited an old lady, 
near Kinnoul in Perthſhire, who had ſeen and remembered 
William Wallace and Robert Bruce. She ſaid Robert was 
of eminent beauty and ſtrength ;- but in the latter quality 
was excelled: by Wallace.“ 

No portrait can anſwer” the idea of Robert I more 
than the preſent, The venerable force of the countenance, 
the ruddy glow of warlike exerciſe, the piercing blue eye, 
the yellow locks and beard, are all in a conſonance, rendered 
ſtill more ſtriking by the reſemblance of his ſon David II, 
- whoſe portrait will admit of more * authentication 1 in another 
article of this work. 

But the coſtume will require aue remarks. The ſkilful 
antiquary would, at the firſt glance, be better pleaſed to find 
Robert I in mail or in ring, armour, than in plate, as here. 
The mail, conſiſting of ſmall ſcales like thoſe of fiſh, faſtened 
on leather, and the ring-armour, of ſmall rings interwoven, be- 
gan indeed to yield to the plate armour about the year 1300. 
Edward I of England, who died in 1307, appears, in ſome 
portraits, in a mixture of mail and plate. Under Philip the 
Fair of France, 1285—1314, the nobles are all repreſented 
in mail: and the earlieſt plate armour, in Montfaucon's 
work, is of the age of Philip of Valois, 1328— 1350. 

Vet in the curious contemporary portraits of the Dukes 
of Milan, publiſhed by Jovius, Galeazzo I, who died in 
1328, appears in plate-armour. 

On his ſeals, engraved early in his reign, Robert I is 
clothed in mail: and it may juſtly. be expected that Wallace,

Yet David ſeems to have been rather deficient in fortune 
than in abilities. According to ſome French authors, he 
perſonally commanded the fleet fitted out by France againſt 
England in 1336, which ſeized many veſſels in the channel,

At the battle of Durham, and on other occaſions, David 
diſplayed eminent perſonal courage. His ſubſequent capti- 
vity in England naturally led him to admire the ſuperiority 
of Engliſn policy and manners. His vanity was ſoothed by 
the attention of that victorious monarch Edward III; his 
captivity, in the caſtle of Odiham in Hampſhire, was ſome- 
what alleviated by the ſimilar fate of John the French mo- 
narch, and was gradually enlarged: gold medals of David 
were ſtruck in England, and he returned to his kingdom im- 
preſſed with the moſt favourable ſentiments of that country, 
and its ſovereign. Having no children he was even induced

TI IS illuſtrious lady was daughter of John Beaufort, 
Earl of Somerſet, fourth ſon of John of Gaunt, Duke 
of Lancaſter, grandſon of Edward III. Her mother was 
the Ducheſs of Clarence, niece of Richard II. 

She was married to James I of Scotland, at the church 
of St. Mary Overy, Southwark, Feb. 1424. 

They appear to hays lived in great concord: and there 
are repeated Acts of the Scotiſh Parliament, ering oaths 
of fidelity to be taken to the queen. 

This leads to the inference that James deſigned the 
ſhould be Regent, in caſe of his death. _ 

On the 2oth Feb. 1437 her huſband \ was aflaſlinated. 
The queen ran to the further end of the room, and was 
wounded by one of the villains. But that ſhe interpoſed 
between the king and the aſſaſſins, is a recent fable. 

Her right to the regency not being ſupported by the 
ariſtocracy, Queen Jane in 1439 married Sir James Stuart, 

commonly called the Black Knight of Torn. She and 
her huſband were ſoon after impriſoned by Livingſton, guar- 
dian of the young king. She. appears to have died in 1445. 

This portrait is magnified from a ſcarce print, of laſt 
century, apparently deſigned for a genealogy, as are the 
prints, its companions, of John Beaufort Earl of Somerſet, 
who died 1409, and John Beaufort Duke of Somerſet, who 
died in 1445. From the dreſs &c. there is every reaſon to 
believe they are taken from ancient paintings, or monu- 

ments; and the beſt connoiſſeurs have no doubt of their 
authenticity.

At this noble ſeat of the Earl of Braidalban, whoſe polite 
.condeſcenſions on this occaſion ſhew that love of the arts is 
| hereditary in that illuſtrious progeny, there are two ſets of 
genealogical portraits. The firſt and moſt memorable, is 
the Tree by Jameſon, replete with miniature repreſentations ; 
probably rather derived from the ſecond ſet, about to be 
mentioned, than the contrary. | 


This ſecond ſet is in the lobby, and conſiſts of large 
portraits arranged in couples of man and wife, In Mr. 
Johnſon's opinion the portraits of the MEN, as far as but 
excluding Sir Duncan who died in 16 31, are not by Jame- 
ſon, but by a far inferior hand, probably the ſame who exe- 
cuted the ſix Kings, Robert III, and the five Jameses. The 
reputation of this great painter has on this occaſion ſuffered 
ſome criticiſm, founded on the erroneous opinion that all 
are of his hand, whereas he only painted the women. A cir- 
cumſtance further evinced from the contemporary memo- 
randums, publiſhed by Horace Walpole Earl of Orford in 
his account of Jameſon, in which only the queens of Scotland, 
and ladies of Glenurchy, are aſcribed to that painter: while

Horace Walpole, earl of Orford, imagined that lord 


Methven, the third huſband of Margaret, might be the 


perſon here pourtrayed. This is impoſſible, as he was far 


younger than her. He is mentioned as a young man in 


1524, 25, 26, when Margaret was aged from thirty-three 
to thirty-five.* It is impoſſible to read the papers, and 
hiſtories of the times, without conceiving Methven to have 
been nearly ten years younger than the queen but chat he 
was older is an abſolute impoſſibility. 

The Editor 1s clearly of opinion that the male perſonage 
is John duke of Albany, Regent of Scotland. 

1. An amour took place between him and the queen 


in 1521, 22, when ſhe was aged thirty or thirty-one. Her 
brother, and Wolſey, loudly accuſed her of adultery. She 


was coquetting with him by letters in 1525, when ſhe was 
aged thirty-four. Albany's return to Scotland, and preten- 


fions to the regency, were dreaded and fatirized by the 
Engliſh in 1527—nay ſo late as 1532.

We only 
know that he is not one of the French guards, ſent over by 
Francis I. for the R. was never in France added to the 
king's initial letter. He may be a Scotiſh guard, or per- 
haps one of the hundred Engliſh, ſent to attend James V. 
in 1524. At any rate he could not appear with Angus, 
or Methven, and the queen had no guard. Albany, as 
Regent, had: and as the young king does not appear, the 
guard can only refer to the preſence of the Regent.

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The preciſe date of the picture cannot be aſcertained. 
It may be 1522, when the amour became notorious, 
Albany was then forty, the queen thirty-one. Both had 
entered prematurely into active life—ſo that the appearance 
of age may not be deciſive, But if painted when ſhe was 
forty, he forty-eight, the date muſt be 1529 or 30. As 
ſhe continued to coquet with him by letters, and his return

Having thus it, is hoped, aſcertained the perſons repre- 
ſented in this picture, it remains to ſubjoin a ſhort account 
of them. 

Margaret daughter of Henry VII became queen of 
Scotland in 1503, when only in her twelfth year. She had 
ſeveral miſcarriages before ſhe produced an heir to the 
monarchy in 1512. Next year James IV, her huſband, 
engaging in a raſh war with Henry VIII, his brother-in- 
law, was defeated and ſlain at Flodden. 

According to the will of the late king Margaret aſſume d 
the Regency, which ſhe loſt in 1514 by a precipitate mar- 
riage with the Eari of Angus.

Thence he proceeded to France ; where finding Cardinal 
Beton, his enemy, acting as ambaſſador for Scotland, he went 
to Bourdeaux, and taught in the public ſchools for three years. 

He was next invited to teach in Portugal ; where, in 
15551, he tranſlated many of the Pſalms into elegant latin. 
We afterwards find him in England, France, and Italy. 

At length, in his fifty ſeventh year, 1563, he returned to 
his native land, having acquired, and deſerved, the reputation 
of being the moſt excellent latin writer of his period. He 
died at Edinburgh on the 28th of September 1 582, the year 
in which his hiſtory was printed. 

As an hiſtorian he has more claim to elegance than exact- 
neſs; and in treating of his own times is a mere partiſan: but 
the elegance of his latinity will ever be venerated by ſcholars.

F this perſonage little is known, farther than that he 
was the ſecond ſon of Sir Andrew Ker, of Ceſsford, 
by Agnes his wife, daughter of William, third Lord Crich- 
ton of Sanquhar ; his father obtained for him the Vicarage 
of Linton in Tweedale, and he was in poſſeſſion of the Ab- 
bacy of Newbottle, in Mid Lothian, at the period of the 
reformation, when by conforming to the ſpirit, temper and 
views of its promoters, he got the benefice in commendam ; 
and became an extraordinary Lord of Seſſion. 


After this renunciation of popery he married Lady He- 
len Lefly, daughter of George, Earl of Rothes, by her he 
had five children, and was ſucceeded by Mark, his eldeſt 
ſon, as Commendator, of which he had obtained the rever- 
ſion from Queen Mary in 1567, and he had the good for- 
tune in 1587, to get the lands of the abbey erected into a 
Barony, and afterwards by charter. of confirmation, into a 
temporal Lordſhip, and himſelf created Earl of Lothian.* 


The Abbot died in 1 584.—This portrait of him is from a 
maſterly painting in Newbottle Abbey done by Sir Thomas 
More, the Habit, of which the outlines only are marked 
in the engraving, is black in the picture.

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SIR JOHN MAITLAND,

Tar S eminent perſon was the ſecond ſon of Sir Ri- 
chard Maitland of Lethington, and younger brother of the 
celebrated ſecretary. 

In 1567 he was appointed lord privy ſeal, on 1b 
ther's reſignation. But continuing attached to Mary, he was 
deprived of that office in 1 570, and it was n on 
George Buchanan. 

Retiring to the caſtle of Edinburgh he was nts pri- 
ſoner, when that fortreſs was taken by Morton, and was 

ſent to Tantallon. On Morton's fall Sir John Maitland 
became a favourite of James VI, was appointed a ſenator of 
the college of juſtice in 1581, and weren of ſtate for life 
in 1584. 
Soon afterwards he was made chancellor of the king- 
dom; and accompanied the king on his matrimonial expe- 
dition into Denmark. On the 18th May 1590, he was rai- 
ſed to the peerage, by the title of Lord Maitland of Thirl- 
ſtane.⸗ 

He died in 1595 with a n reputation for talents and | 
probity.

Tn I'S gentleman was a deſcendant” of Sir Alexander 
Fraſer, ſecond ſon of Sir Simon Fraſer of Oliver-caſtle, and 
brother of Sir Simon, the famous patriot. _ 

Sir Alexander ſucceeded his grandfather on the 12th 
April 1569. He was a man of great talents and integrity, 
and much favoured by James VI, as appears from ſeveral 
charters under the great ſeal. About the time of the King's 
marriage to Ann of Denmark, he lent ſeveral ſums ti the 


royal treaſury, which was exhauſted by the avarice of Mor- 


ton the Regent. 
In 1594 he was nou a knight, on occaſion of the 6 
lemnity of Prince Henry's baptiſm. | 

To this Sir Alexander Fraſer the town of F e 
owes its municipal exiſtence, as by his influence it was 
created a burgh of regality, with ample privileges, and even 
a power to erect an univerſity.* The caſtle of Fraſerburgh, 
the chief ſeat of his ſucceſſors, was alſo built by him. One 
of his ſons was Thomas, an . who wrote Memoirs 
of the Family. 

Sir Alexander Fraſer died, in an advanced age, on the 
12th April 1623.

Ta S gallant officer ſerved in the armies of Guſtaf 
Adolf, king of Sweden, the hero, in his day, of the proteſ- 
tant cauſe againſt the ambition of the houſe of Auſtria.

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SIR ROBERT GORDON 
OF STRALOCH 


Wa S an eminent Scotiſh antiquary, who flouriſhed 
towards the middle of laſt century. His chief productions 
were, 

1. Several latin topographical and antiquarian eſſays, 
publiſhed in Blaw's Atlas of Scotland, 1656, The Dutch 
editor thought proper to inſert Buchanan's treatiſe De Jure 
Regni, ſuppoſed to be a democratic, but really an ariſtocratic 
performance, if viewed practically, as it prefers a ſenate 
and nobles, as in Venice, to kings; but points out no new 
organ of the popular voice. And he dedicated the work to 
Cromwell, while Sir Robert had inſcribed it to Charles II; 
as the dedication itſelf, afterwards in the hands of his ſon 
James Gordon parſon of Rothimay, was produced to ſhew 
Of this great Atlas Sir John Scott of Scotſtarvet was the 
projector, and bore the expence : the maps were drawn by 
Timothy Pont, under the direction of the miniſters, as or- 
dered by the General Aſſembly; moſt of the deſcriptions 
are by Sir Robert Gordon.* It is remarkable that the 
county of Angus is omitted.

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I rt $ remantante perſon was the ſon of John'Grahaim, 
ſixth Earl of Menteith, by Mary daughter of Sir Colin 
Campbell of Glenurchy.

ing that the earldom belonged ſolely to heirs male, had, in 


1428, deprived- Malis Graham, carl of Strathern, of that 
high dignity ; and beſtowed'on him in return'the earldom 
of Menteith. This act, it is ſuppoſed, was one inducement 


to Sir Robert Graham? brother of Sir Patrick, and uncle of 


Earl Malis, in his eruel aſſaſſination of that great prince. 


Charles „ not forſeeing the conſequences, and 2 þ

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by his favour for this carl, ratified the titles of Strathern and 
Menteith, by a new patent in July 1631. 
At that period the fable that Elizabeth More was not 

the wife, but the concubine of Robert II, was generally 
credited. It has now been evinced by many learned authors, 
that ſhe was the wife of the Steward; nay the very bulls 
for the marriage have been procured from the Vatican. 

But if the marriage with Elizabeth More had been ſet 
aſide, the whole royal race were baſtards—and in courſe 
the children of the szcoxD marriage, or of Euphemia Roſs, 
the firſt and only wife of Robert II, as then ſuppoſed, were 
the legal heirs of the crown. Thus to. William Graham, 
lineal deſcendant. of the ſole heireſs of David earl of Stra- 
thern, muſt: have devolved an. W right to the 
ſcepter. 

A vain ambition ſo "a overcame this earl's lance 
that, in his ſervice as heir to. Strathern, he is ſaid to have 

ſolemnly renounced his claim to the crown, reſerving the 
rights of his blood: which he raſhly faid was the reddeft in 
Scotland.* 

Not only did. popular rumour 3 tk on the occa- 
fion, but the learned and ingenious Drummond of Hawthorn- 
den addreſſed a ſpecial memorial to the king on this delicate 
ſubje&, dated December 1632.

Drummond, ) and allowing his deſcent and title to the earl- 
dom of Strathern, is thought to be diſadvantageous to the

of Euphemia Roſs. Even Graham's reſignation of his claim 
he conſiders as dangerous, and diſhonourable to the crown: 


and ſays that he might diſpoſe of his right to ſome great fo- 
reign prince or ſeditious ſubjects might avail themſelves 


of it. He concludes with obſerving that for two centuries 


the progeny of Euphemia Roſs had been e and 
ougght to continue in that condition. 


A reſearch of no great labour in the archives of the 
Scotiſh college at Paris, and in thoſe of the Vatican, would 
have for ever huſhed this mighty ſtorm— but an antiquary 
was then an unknown animal in Scotland. Charles, alarm- 
ed, or diſguſted, quaſhed the titles of S trathern and Men- 
teith ; and gave to William Graham the more mean and 


unknown deſignation of Earl of Airth. He was deprived of 


all his offices; and, according to Scotſtarvet, was confined 

in the iſle of Monteath, where he was when that author 

wrote about A. D. 1654. 
His ſon Lord Kinpont was an adherent of Montroſe, 


and was ſtabbed with a dirk or highland dagger by one 
Alexander

Alexander Stewart in 1644; on which ſad event his wife

1 nobleman, defocnded of Sir Andrew Ker, of 


Fernyhirſt, in Roxburghſhire, and direct male lineal

Charles in every viciſſitude of fortune throughout his diſaſ- 


trious reign ; an adherence,. by which upon the death of this 
unfortunate prince, it appeared that he had. become ſo ob- 
noxious to the prevailing party as to be under the neceſſity:

$ Not only himſelf but his wiſo and children, whom he leſt behind 3 in 
England, were oftentimes in great diſtreſs and indigence. In a letter extant: 
of Lady Ancram's to William Earl of Lothian, ſhe writes, I think I need: 
“ not tell you of my affliction, your father being baniſhed, and all our- 
4 means taken from us ever ſince the King's death, that I have not been 
« able to afford him the leaſt: relief, that if it had not bine for ſome that 
« were meere ſtrangers to us, and did compaſſionate my ſad condition by 
« ſometimes furniſhing us with meate and fyer, I and my children had? 
4 ſtarved ; and that which forceth me to make you ſo much a ſharer in 
«6 our calamities, as to acquaint you with them, is by reaſon of many ſad: 
« letters, which I get weekly from my Lord your father of his great wants, 
% and the diſagreeing of the place where he is with his health and age.“

JAMES GREGORY, 


INVENTOE OF THE REFLECTING 
TELESCOPE. 


. 


HIS celebrated mathematician was born at Aber- 
deen, in 1639. He flouriſhed in the interval betwen Des 
Cartes and Newton; and may be Ms as no mean 
precurſor of the latter. 


At the age of twenty-four he publiſhed his important 


invention of the Reflecting Teleſcope, in his Work called 
Optica Promota, 1663. But a year or two aſterwards, ha- 


ving viſited London in order to have his plan put in exe- 


cution, it did not ſucceed, owing to ſome deſec in minute | ; 


arrangement, or want of {kill in the artiſan. 


Sir Iſaac Newton tells us, (Phil. Tranſe No. 80,). that. 


he had thought of ſuch a teleſcope; in 1666, which was three 2 


years aſter Gregory had publiſhed the firſt idea; and Sir 


Iſaac might, as not unuſual, miſfake reminiſcence#for 1 inven- 


tion. However this be, that ſublime: philoſopher; Gb. No. 
$3,) informs us that, when he reſumed the idea in 7668, ; 


Gregory's book lay before hin. 


Thus this great invention, which has ſo RES Ct 7 


the ſtudy of aſtronomy, and led to the diſcoveries of New- 
ton and Herſchel, undoubtedly belongs to James Gregory. 
Facile eft inventis addere. Newton afterwards propoſed 
ſome alterations: and the Reflecting Teleſcopes continue 
to be made either on Gregory's plan or Newion's. They 
we re not however in any general uſe till about the year 1719, 


when Mr. Hadley brought chem to great perfection, adding

the ſcrew for advancing or retiring the ſmall ſpeculum, fo 
as to accommodate any eye. One of five feet is now 
equal to the beſt refractor, or common teleſcope, of one 
hundred and twenty three feet, 

In the latter part of his life Gregory applied the ſame 
principle of reflection, or the mirror, to burning-glaſſes ; 
an invention alſo ſanctioned by Newton, and which continues 
to be ufed in various experiments, 

From London Gregory appears to have evarpeded to 
Italy, then the moſt eminent ſoil for the cultivation of ma- 

thematics. In 1667 he publiſhed at Padua, in 4to, 25 Vera 

Circuli- Quadratura. 

For other diſcoveries of this boned mathematician 
che reader is referred to the account of him in the Biogra- 
phia- Britannica, whence this article is abſtracted. 

In 1670. James Gregory was appointed profeſſor of ma- 
thematies-at St. Andrew's : and he continued his uſeful diſ- 
coveries till his death in December 1675, having then only 

attained his thirty ſeventh year. Though his life was thus 
brief, he had however the ſingular felicity of witneſſing and 
applauding the moſt important diſcoveries of Newton. 

The dryneſs of his ſtudies did not prevent his propen- 
ſity to humour, as appears from an ironical tract he publiſh- 
ed, under the name of the beadle of the college, againſt one 

Sinclair, an ignorant pretender in natural philoſophy. 

David Gregory, the nephew of James, was alſo a great 
mathematician. He was born in 1661: was, by Sir Iſaac 
Newton's friendſhip, appointed Savillean profeſſor of aſtro- 
nomy at Oxford in 1691, His Optics were publiſhed at 
Oxford 1695, 8vo; his Aſtronomy in 1702. He died in 
3710,

In the parliaments of "1681, and 168 0 lord Belhaven 
ſhewed himſelf a frenuous defender of the proteſtant reli- 
gion. He was a great promi of the revolution in 1688 
and not only diſtinguiſhed: himſelf as an orator, but com- 
manded a troop of horſe at the battle of Killicrankie in 1689. 
Highly favoured by William, and Anne, he was appointed

eloquence, a quality perhaps the very oppoſite of wiſdom, 
which appeals to the underſtanding, while elocution only 
moves the fancy, and arouſes the paſſions : eloquentiæ ſatis 
ſapientiæ parum, a maxim applicable in all ages. The 
ſpeeches are printed : the language is unpoliſhed, the me- 
taphors often harſh ſometimes grand : but, on the whole, 
they are curious and intereſting ſpecimens of oppoſition in a 
Scotiſh parliament, and of the ſenatorial elocution of the

Lord Belhaven died in 1708, leaving his honours to a 
reſpectable line of deſcendants. His high mind burſt at the 
diſgrace of an arbitrary impriſonment, for ſuppoſed plans in 
favour of the exiled family : and he died immediately after.

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COLIN MACLAURIN 
PROFESSOR OF MATHEMATICS AT 
EDINBURGH. 


I's I'S eminent mathematician was born at Kilmodan, 
near Inveraray, in 1698 ; his family being originally from 
Tirey, one of the Hebudes or Weſtern Iſlands. 
In 1709 he went to the univerſity' of Glaſgow: and 
meeting accidentally with Euclid's elements, at the age of ; 
twelve, a period about which the real bent of character is 
often diſcloſed, he became maſter of the firſt ſix books with- 
out aſſiſtance. At fifteen he commenced Maſter of Arts, 
having compoſed his Theſis on the powers of gravitation. 
In 1717 he was choſen profeſſor of mathematics in Ma- 
rischal College, Aberdeen. He ſoon after viſited London, 
and embraced Newton his great maſter: and in 1722 he 
travelled to Paris. 

Mr. James Gregory, profeſſor of thathoiniarics at Edin- 
burgh, requiring an aſſiſtant, Mr. Maclaurin was nominated 
to that office; and afterwards became ſole profeſſor. His 
polite and eaſy manners formed a general recommendation ; 
and the ladies flocked to ſee the profeſſor, and the eclipſe,

and reſpectable offspring. His great work, on Fluxions, 
appeared at Edinburgh 1945, in two volumes 4to. He en- 
couraged the taking of accurate maps of the weſtern coaſts 
and iſles ; and the rev. Mr. Bryce publiſhed in conſequence 
his map of the coaſt of Caithneſs and Strathnaver. 
The rebellion of the highlanders in 1745 called this 


Archimedes into action, in forming plans for the fortification 


of Edinburgh; and the fatigue and expoſure to the air oc- 
caſioned, or increaſed, the diſeaſe of which he was to die. 
But the lowlanders had forgotten the uſe of arms, and the 
capital surrendered. Maclaurin was not engaged in ſolving 
a problem at the time, ſo he flew off at a tangent, and made 
a rectilinear progreſs to the north of England, where he was 
kindly received by Herring archbiſhop of Tork. 

Colin Maclaurin died of the on the 14th of June 
I 746, aged 48 years 4 months. | 

Among his other works, and papers in the Philoſophi- 


cal Tranſactions, his Geometria Organica written in early 


youth, and his Algebra deſerve mention: but his moſt po- 
pular production is his Account of Newton's diſcoveries, a 
poſthumous work, from the life prefixed to which this ex- 
tract is made.
